In Cuzco. Peru, once the metrop¬ 
olis of the Inca.s, are massive 
ruins on a par with those found in 
Egypt. When the city was captured 
by Pizarro its temples were marvels 
of magnificence, says the Washing¬ 
ton Po.st. The Temple of the Sun 
was covered with a roof of gold.
